On the third Sunday morning Tho 
General found the old tent blown 
down, ;.nd so damaged by the fall, as 
well as so rottcn r that it could not be 
put up afrain* Another tent was im- 
possible, as there was no money to 
buy one; so, as no suitable huildins 
could be obtained, there was nothing 
for it but for the undaunted: evangelist 
and his handful of followers to do 
their best out of doors. We catch the 
spirit of those tent meetings when The 
General wrote concerning- them; 
"There ha%'c been bat two or three 
meetings at which sinners have not 
pi-nfcs-scil to find mercy, and nOTnu- 
times thirteen or fourteen have come 
forward of an evenine." 

After a time an old dancing-room 
was secured for Sunday meetings. 
But, there being no seats in it, a zea- 
lous band of converts attended at 4 
o'clock on Sunday mornings to bring 
in the benches, and worked till mid- 
ntghtr or later still, when the day's 
mectinKS were over, to move them out 
again. For week-night meetings The 
General hired an old shed, formerly 
used as a store for nigs. 

What a picture wc get of the daunt- 
less I mailer from .some such descrip- 
tion as this, which in supplied by one 
uf lii» earliest assistants:

Witti the acquirement of a Head- 
quarters, which cost approximately 
517,000, in one of the mnln thorough- 
fares of East London, The General 
may be fairly said to have established 
a footing in the world. 

Here, indeed, the work of Lrgnnta- 
ing The Army wa3 entered upon in 
earnest. Up till now it hud been lim- 
ited in name as well as in fact to the 
Mast London Mission, But the exten- 
sion of The General's activities, as 
well as those of his gifted and devoted 
wife, to other parts of the metropolis, 
and even to tho provinces, justified the 
alteration in name of the Movement 
to "The Christian Mission." 

In the advancement of tho interests 
and operations of the Mission Mrs. 
Booth proved a valuable coadjutor to 
her husband. While The General de- 
voted the main portion of his time and 
attention to the poor, ho was nover In 
n position to turn Ids hack entirely 
upon the rich, being compelled to look 
to them for help In tho carrying out 
of his designs. Mrs. Booth's ministry 
was peculiarly acceptable to the better 
classes, and she wan not slow to avail 
herself to tho utmost of the oppor- 
tunity which this afforded, not only 
for blessing their souls, but for laying 
before them their responsibilities in 
caring for tho godless masses.

NOT in liln moat extravagant dreams, 
even when there had been consid- 
erable development work in the Home 
land, did The Army's Founder foresee 
the extension of the Movement to any 
country outside our own. Indeed, the 
limit of his expectations for several 
years after ho began liis ministry on 
Milu End Waste was the establishment 
of a Woikingnicn's Mission In the East 
End of London. 

In nobody's eyes could it have 
seemed more marvelous thnn in the 
eyes of Tho General himself, that 
within his lifetime the work he began 
singlohundcd on a plcco of waste 
ground should have spread to some- 
thing like sixty different countries and 
colonics, 

Really tho first extension of The 
Army to stations overseas came about 
by no planning of his, A family be* 
longing to one of tho homo Corps at 
Coventry emigrated, in l&W, to Phila- 
delphia, ona of tho leading cities of 
the American Union, where they be- 
gan to hold meetings. 

O flic or* for America 
Such rapid progress attended tlio ef- 
forts of theso Salvation Army pio- 
neers that In a short time two Corps 
wore in full operation, and thoy made 
urgent appeals to Tho Gene ml to send 
out Oitlcers who would bo ablo to 
maintain and develop tho work.
